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There was colonel Gardiner, as bold a man

What's the 
world to me? The world and I, thank God, 
have long ago ſhook hands together, and

I care for the world? I remember a ſtory 
when Oliver Cromwell was going along in 
his coach into the city, that the people ex- 
preſſed their ſatisfaction in loud huzzas ; up- 
on which a perſon who was in the coach with 


him, obſerved to him how full of joy the 


people were to ſee him go in ſuch tate; Ah, 
 fays Cromwell, and they would be as full of 
Joy and hyzzas if they were to ſee me go by 


in a cart to be hanged to-morrow at Tyburn. 
_ --- And what need you, my dear brethren, 


care for ſuch a world as this is, who would 
think no more of you or me, after we are 
dead, than if we were dogs ? --- Immediately 
after your departure from this life, you'll go 
directly to heaven, there is no hell for you, 
for if you was to go to hell, you would put 
hell all in an uproar; the devil would not 
like any ſuch company. And if the ſons and 


daughters of the devil were to go into heaven 
they would not like to ſtay there, for they 
would not like the company, the company

your church doctors if not more. I would 
have the articles of the chiirch of England 
printed in all common prayer books; now 
you can't buy a common prayer book for 
leſs price than eighteen-pence, and they ne- 
ver print the Articles in theſe; you can't 


buy one with the Articles under three ſhil- 


lings, therefore poor people cannot afford to 
purchaſe one, and remain in ignorance of the 
articles of the religion which they profeſs. 
J like the Homilies, and the Liturgy; it is a 
good compoſition, compoſed by men of learn- 
ing and ſound judgment: It is the grand 


bulwark againſt Popery and arbitrary pow- 
er, and though there may be ſome parts that 


might be altered, and there are ſome who are 
for ſuch alterations, yet I think it is beſt to 
Jet it remain as it is without altering, leſt by 
ſo doing it might be made worſe, inſtead of 
being better. -I do not think ſo much a- 
bout outward forms and ceremonies in reli- 
gion as many do; I am for the religion of 
I remember when I was over at Philadel-

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who had got five or ſix and twenty ceremo- 
mes which he ſtrictly followed and obſerved 
in religion; he ſaid to me, I hear you preach 
a great deal about the inward purity of the 
heart, but I don't hear you talk of any with- 


out. I told him that if once we got this in- 
ward purity, the outward would come of it- 


ſelf. --- Yet if it was not for ſome principle 
in religion, every one would have a religion 


according to his own fancy, and what parti- 


cular paſſions he was the ſtrongeſt poſſeſſed 


with; the whoremaſter would have a heaven 


filled with whores, that he might whore there; 


the drunkard would have a heaven to get

when, alas I alas! before he has well cloſed 
his eyes, ten thouſand devils take him away 


directly, and. carry him to hell.

— Where 
do you put your money for ſafety ? Why in 
the bank (ſay you) to be ſure : And what do 
you have for it? Bank notes. But what are 
thoſe notes in compariſon to theſe ? Here's a 
book of God Almighty's bank notes; (Hold- 
ing up the Bible) who has got any money to 
put in?

Many of you 
may think I have been very good, but indeed 
you are miſtaken ; for I have been a whore- 
monger, an adulterer, a ſabbath-breaker, a 
robber, a deceiver of mankind, nay a decei- 
ver of my God himſelf ; ſometimes I ſaid I 
have felt within me his ſpirit burning like

Now the longer theſe pots bake, the harder 
they'll grow. Juſt ſo does one of theſe damnd 
fouls. — God keep you and I, my dear bre- 
thren, from ever being one of their unhappy 
number, [ Sig hing by the People.] And if theſe 
damn'd ſouls were to be let looſe, to come 
upon earth again, they would not be in the 
leaſt reformed, but if any thing, would be 
rather worſe than ever; therefore it is beſt 
to keep them there. — There's many of you 
church of England people, that won't come 
to church on Aſhwedneſday, becauſe you 
fay you won't curſe your neighbours; what 
have you to do with that, if God has curſed 
them already?
